The total value of the Lake Den- 
mark plant is shown. by the report of 
the Coontz court, made public today

000 is exclusive of a relatively small

Full Text of the Report. 


The full report of the Court of In- 
quiry follows: 


FINDING OF FACTS. 

1. That the navat ammunition de- 
pot at Lake Denmark, N. J. com- 
prises an area of 456 acres of hilly 
land, of which 317 acres were orig- 
‘inally transferred from the War - 
partment to the Navy Department 
June 9, 1891.

Get Wash of French Steamship. 
The first hour saw us one mile off | ; 


shore and we were going along mer- 
rily when the French steamer Avagaz- 
bore down on.-us.. We waved her to 
keep off and with pantomime gestures 
endeavored to call the attention of her 
navigators to the fact that a: swimmer 
was in the water, ‘but it ~was of no 
avail—she passed dlose ahead and we 
all got her heavy fwash. It was a 
good thing her crew weré Frenchmen 
and did not. appreciate our candid re- 
marks. 

We were all agreeably . surprised at 
progress made by the swimmer 
and agreed with Captain Learmont's 
remark, “She’s no dud in the water.” 

The swimmer took her fi food after 
two hours—tea without milk or sugar, 
toast, beef tea and fruit. After a time 
she was unable to keep the food down 
asthe salt water e her violently 
sick on several occasions, 

While she was having her first food 


one was British and courteously re- 
sponded to our request to give the 
swimmer a‘wide birth. They gave us 
a cheery toot of their siren as they 
went on their way. 

We reached St. Margaret's Bay on 
schedule time, having covered with 
the drift three miles in two hours,. 
and we were shooting out across the 
Channel when Clart Belle became very 
interested in an American steamer ap- 


‘“‘What’s the name of that’ boat?” 
she “asked as ske steadily. plodded 
away and she was full of questions 
© the boat’s cargo, &c. - We told 
hey it was the Effna. 

There were a few jelly fish ,about, 
but they did not trouble the swimmer, 
although she was always nervous}: 
when one floated - past. : 

It was cheery to hear the happy con- 
versation going on between the swim- 
mer and -Miss Leister and Walter 
Brickett—all full of. hope. Snatches of 
song were sung, the weather eased u 
and everything really was all right. 
Two of us had: sccured a splendid 
position -on the) small ‘forecastle of 
the motor boat, where we lay smok- 
ing and rates in the glorious ‘sun- 
shine. 

Suddenly the air became chilly, the 
sun disappeared and we were shut off 
fromthe rest of the sea. Surround- 
ing us was a thick gray fog. Word 
was softly passed around the motor 
boat for all to take up stations, watch 
for traffic and report it immediately 
to’ Captain Learmont. We got word 
to the small boat to close’ upon the 
swimmer and not lose sight of us. 
Sirens and fog horns could be 

all around—we were in thick of 
the Channel] traffic. The fog burst on 
us at 3:30 o’clock when we were-off 
the celebrated Fidge Sands, eight 
miles in direct line with Cape Gris 
Nez. 

There was no more singing and éheer- 
ing. We had the swimmer’s safety as 
wel as our own to consider. We had 
kept watch for three hours, and fortu- 
nately Clare Belle had no idea of the 
situation—she was still plugging away 
toward her goal 

“Steamer on the port bow!”’’ shouted 
the lookout forward. 

Captain Learmont promptly reversed 

the engine. I shouted to the small 
boat to look out, as we could hear the 
sound of engines and realized we were 
ose to something.

COLORADO'S ANNIVERSARY. 

“Few tiow alive reniember the days 


Bust!” lured many an adventurdts 
spirit across. the plains to the gold- 
fields of Colorado. That was in 1858, 
when the California gold’ rush had 
spent its first force, The Forty-niners 
had hurried through what is. now 
Colorado, --considering’-it as Indian 
country and as a hampering and. dis- 
agreeable portion of the “ Great Amer- 
ican Desert.”” ZesuLon Pree had ex- 
plored the region at about the same 
time that Lewis and CLarE were mak- 
ing their famous journey to the North- 
west, and a few fur traders had pen- 
etrated into the Rocky Mountains. 
Later, Joun C. Tremont traversed 
and mapped it. But not until the 


it regarded with much enthusiasm. 
The early settlers soon decided that 
they wanted -to organize a separate 
Territory, instead of continuing under 
the somewhat shadowy jurisdiction of 
Kansas. They chose the name of 
“Jefferson,” but abandoned it when 
they’ were checked by politics in 
Washington. 3 

Child of the second gold rush, Colo- 
rado’s aspirations for Statehood were 
long ignored by a Congress busy with 
questions of- slavery, secession, civil 
war ahd reconstruction. On Aug. 1 
fifty years ago, however, Colorado 
Was. at last admitted to the Union. 
She has been ‘celebrating the anni- 
versary this wetk, and yesterday 
afternoon was addressed over the tele- 
-phone and radio by President Coo.mpcr 


Smith’s. The President recounted in 
brief the State’s history and held up 
its progress as an example to the 
nation. 

‘Although: for long a’ State in which 
frontier conditions prevailed, Coloradd 
‘did not, like California, pass through 
the “suctessiyé stages of civilization 
that have marked the transition from 
‘the days of thé early fur traders down 
‘to this era of automobiles and radios. 
Today. she is a State of many con- 
trasts. Mining, smelting and manu- 
facturing are carried on side by side 
with farming, Ultra-modern cities like 
Denver co-éxist with small towns that 
have all the local color of the old fron- 
tier. The State has plains and desert, 
“bad lands” and -fichly carpeted 
mountains, glaciers and warm sunny 
valleys, national parks yearly visited 
by hundreds of thousands of travelers, 
and great stretches of wilderness in 
which game is ‘almost as undisturbed 
as it was when the State was Indian 
territory. Even in politics it has spe- 
cialized in contrasts, for it has never 
ained securely in the Republican 
the’ Democratic ranks. Although 
i ‘did. not ‘go. for ROOSEVELT in 1012, 
it supported the Populist candidate in 
1892... Colorado, in fact, has misled 
many political wiseacres, and’ caused 
no little heartburning at the head- 
quarters of Presidential candidates 
near election time.

BRITISH ‘CELLINI,? 72, 
WILL RESUME WORK 


Gilbert Plans to Finish Royal 
Tomb, Dropped in Row With 
Queen 30 Years Ago.

LONDON, Aug. 3, — Alfred Gilbert, 
the sculptor, whose sudden return to 
London after twenty years of self-im- 
posed banishment’ in Belgium has 
been greatly intriguing art circles. here, 
will complete the. Duke of Clarence 
Memorial Tomb in the Albert- Chapel 
at. Windsor—his unfinished master- 
piece of thirty years ago. 

As famous ‘as it is, the tomb is not. 
so ‘well known as the sculptor’s other 
great work, the Shaflesbury Fountain, 
which until recently stood in Piccadilly 
Circus. 

It was as a sequel to difficulties 
with the Board of Works: over. the 
statue and. in resentment at the out- 
burst of criticism on its artistic merits 
that Mr. Gilbert fled to Bruges. 

Many authorities hail this man of 72 
years of age as the Cellini of the pres- 
ent day, but his passion for perfection 
prevented him from making much 
money from the exploitation of his 
talents. He was sensitive and vulner- 
able to.unkind criticism, of which, like 
Epstein today, he had more than his 
share. 

His famous figure, around which. 
flower girls used to cluster in Picca- 
dilly Circus, provoked an outburst of 
disapproval after it was unveiled in 
1893 ‘fully as fierce as that visited on 
Epstein’s memorial to the naturalist 
Hudson last year. 

It is recorded of Gilbert that even 
Queen Victoria could not overawe him. 
After several differences: of opinion 
with the Queen over the Duke of 
Clarence's tomb the sculptor could 
never be induced to finish it. It was 
only in 1912 that he finished the bronze 
statue. of the Queen herself, which he 
oo begun a quarter of a century be- 

ore. 

Another of his works, the altar piece 
of Saint Alban’s Cathedral, is still in- 
complete, 

Gilbert’s friends have been trying for 
years to persuade him to leave Bruges, 
where he worked. even while_the Ger- 
mans were about him. The Germans 
did not molest the sculptor, but they 
made a wreck of his studio. 

It is said that in his exile Gilbert 
has executed for the hitherto unfin- 
ished parts of the Duke of Clarence’s 
tomb ‘work that will rank as his 
greatest.

DANGER TO BATHERS 


103 of 1,417 Typhoid Cases in 
1925 Were Due to Pollated 
Waters, Says Commissioner. 








The extent to which the waters in 
and about New York City are polluted 
and dangerous to bathers is indicated, 
according to Dr. Louis I. Harris, 
Health Commissioner, by figures he 
made public yesterday showing the 
number of cases of typhoid fever 
traced to variouglocalities in 1925. Out 
of the 1,417. cases, 103 were due to 
bathing in. polluted waters, Dr. Harris 
declared.

Japanese Raw Silk Shipments. 
Shipments of raw silk from Japan 
amounted to 34,750 bales during the 
Month just closed, compared wth 34,- 
139 bales in July, 1925.

‘Exports of 
silks from Yokohama during the month 
reached 28,150 bales, the remaining

of 33,000 bales. Coupled with the 3,000 
bales in stock at Kobe, according to

’ The increase in the number of fur 
robberies .in New York City during 
the last few years has caused. such 
heavy losses to insurance companies 
that the National Bureau of Casualty 
and Insurance Underwriters is c d- 
ering a rise of 100 per cent. in insur- 
ance rates on furs, it. was disclosed 
yesterday. 

While officials. of the bureau, whose 
Offices are at 120 West Forty-second 
Street, said that to make public their 
plans would be premature, they ad-\ 
mitted that such a rise was contem- 
Plated, and probably soon .would go 
into effect. 

Insurance, men say that not more 
than twenty companies here will ac- 
cept fur risks today and that all these 
companies require complete electrical 
protection. All ceilings, floors, walls, 
windows and doors must be wired for 
urglar alarms and show windows and 
doors protected’ by heavy metal 
screens before fur insurance is 
granted. With all these precautions, 
insurance men say that heavy losses 
have been sustained. 

The present standard rate for fur 
insurance is $50 per $1,000.on the first 
$5,000 of goods insured; $45 for the 
second $5,000 and $40 for the third 
$5,000. These rates, however, are sub- 
ject to discounts of from 50 to 70 per 
cent. for added precautions against 
burglary. - 

Insurance officials blame the large 
number of ‘‘fences’’? in New York for 
the increase in the number of tur rob- 
beries. They say that the city is lit- 
erally overrun with “fences” who send 
out thieves with orders to steal cer-
